Ominous clouds nnd occuaional showers 
at nil early hour, yesterday inorniug, boded 
ill for the success of the tournament of the 
Northwestetn Firemen's Aaseoiation, and, 
as the day advance, the rain began to beat 
down mercilcsBly, and caused |he most in- 
teresting part of tlie proceedings to bo de- 
layed until to-day.

LoNDDN, Sept. 27. — Insurrection in Ye- 
useu not only uontiuucs, but increases, und 
now it actually threatens the exUteuce of 
the Turkish Empire. On every hand the 
rebels have boon successful. An army was 
sent against thoni under Mustaphu Bey, in 
the niiildle of July. It set out froui Sana 
for iiiuljc, but on the way was met by rebel 
forces and put to rout. 

The other armies marohed against the 
rebels at the same time, un4er oomniand of 
Hassan £dil Pasha aud Ahmed Uusululi 
Pasha, arid they also were defeated. 'I he 
rebels then captured and destroyed tlie 
town of Hadje, aud have since occupied 
Sana. 

The entire regions around Sana and IIo- 
deida, and hIso Dhuraui, Denniar und 
Jcrini, are in poasession of tho insurgents. 
Most of I lie garrison went over bodily, only 
a few Arabs renuiiuing faithful to the Ciov- 
ernnient. 

Trustworthy dispatches from Yemen are 
few and infrcijueiit, but nil uru to tlie same 
efl'iot, n:imely, that the progiesj ot reliel- 
lion is iineln-ol;e<l. It is even Siiid that the 
rebels huve proelaimeil a ntw Caliph, and 
have announfeJ the dt'posilion of Sultan 
Abdul iliiuii',1 as CVmuKuuIer of the Faith- 
ful. 

There are also rumors, coming chitlly 
througli French aud lierman mediums, that 
the rebels are being encouraged imd asssist- 
ed by tho English government. They are 
armeil, it is aaul, with JOnglish rilKs and 
. ammunition of tho latest pattern, which 
have been supplied to them from Aden. 

An extraordinary statinient is made seri- 
ously thill a large body of Knglish cavalry 
went out from Aden recently towards lladje, 
heavily armed with rilles and revolvers und 
a gooaly store of cartridges, and that aftoi 
a Irieudiy nieethig with rebels it returned 
without any of these stores. The story is 
scarcely to bo believed for a moment. They 
arc, doubtless, invented for tho sake of pos- 
sibly i<till further uliuuuting the Sublime 
I'ort-e fioni England. ' 

What is certain, however, is that the 
whole south-weat~ corner of the Arabian 
pdhlnsala, which has only been under Turk- 
ish rule for ahoiit twenty years, has now 
entirely thrown ' oB the authority of the 
suttuii. Uuw for^rthe disaffection will ex- 
tend is diifioult to estimate, ljut for evident 
^aHons it is likely to involve the whole of 
Arabia. 

.MONTBXEliKO WAR ^'KiiSKl;^. 

A Vienna dispatch says that the order 
from Montenegro, for the building of three 
volunteer cruistrs in English yards, is tho 
subject of considerable discussion in ollicial 
circles. By ilio terms of the treaty of 
Vienna, Montenegro has no right to a 
aeparatj navy. Her war vessels must fly 
the Austrian flag. This restriction is very 
■ '.-{jailing to the Alontoucgrins, and they have 
more. than once asked.tbo advico of the czar 
as'to avoiding it. The veesels ordered will 
be men-of>war to all intents and purposes, 
and very haudy for Russian use us a Trojdn 
horse ; in'an attack on C^onstantinoplif they 
would be leas subject to susnicion than Rus- 
sian vessels. There is no doubt whatever 
that. Russia advances tho money to pay for 
these vessels, so that they will be virtually 
Russian ships of war, going and ecming in 
nil! Meflitenauean. 

It ia well kno\v ii in Vienna that ilontcnc- 
fli'o is in a niiseiabl'! coiuliliou financially. 
The wrelciiiil peasantry have been squeezed 
to the utmost, and the prince is not able 
to get money enough tog' tiier for his 
liousehold expenses, much less for building 
a navy. It is obvious, therefore, that 
Ilussia, having t.o n.ivul depot on tlij 
Mediterr-inean, Ls using Montenegro for 
that purpose, 

TKRRIDLG SCEN£ AT A CUARITV FETK. 

An accident occurred to-day at Ghent, 
Belgium. A charity fete, was in progress 
und a platform erected for the occasion was 
crowdtd with people. The manager, it ap- 
pears, had some doubts of the ability of the 
platform to Laar the strain, and with some 
workmen he vent underneath to examine 
the supports and strengthen them if ncccs- 
saiy. SiuMcnly the structure g:ive way, 
crushing tlie mamiger and woikmen to 
death. The scene was terrible, and shrieks 
and soreams rent the air. Many of the 
people had legs and arms broken, and were 
otherwise s. riously injured, and some will 
probably die.

. NO BENEFIT. 

The Organ of tlio opposition in its iirtiolo 
"Vi'iuon vs. Tlio Times" tries to inul;o its 
roiulera Ijclievo tluvt tlio jieoplo of tlio prov- 
ince are under an obligation to it for having 
.it conBideriiblo expenso to itself criticised tho 
"motliods of tlie Lands and Works Depart- 
monf." We do not tliink that thouglit- 
f ul persons are of the opinion th-.vt porsonnl 
attuckB on pnblic men in any way lielps to 
iniprov; or reform Iho udministiatioii of 
public affairs. On tho contrary, the terid- 
eacy of such attacks is to lower tho tone of 
public discuasion in tho Legislature, in tlio 
press and oa the platform, and to foster a 
spirit nf ji irti-an^hip in the country, one of 
the elt'Li:l3 of wliich i.s to reduce to a mini- 
mum tho wholesome inlluenco of criticiam 
on the acts of members of the Cabinet and 
of publio oflScittls. When strictures on the 
Gorernment and its servants show both by 
their tone and their Iangaaj;e that the 
writers of them are actuated by personal 
dislike and vindiotiveness rather than by 
7.eal for tho publio good, those who read 
them are apt to pay very little more atten- 
tion to tham than they do to the abuse of a 
bar-room bully or the scolding of a 
street corner brawler. It is indeed surpris- 
ing to see how little weight tlie public come 
to attach to the diatribes of abusive editors 
and corner grocery poUtieiiiis. If licrce 
editorials, bristling witli grave charges and 
«rammcd with strong epithets, could injure 
the reputation of a public man, there is 
scarcely a leading politician in the country 
who would have a rag of reputation left. 

The article for which the Times was 
called lo ac;:ouut showed in almost every 
line that the writer wanted to " gdt oven " 
with the Commissioner of Lauds and 
Works. The very portrait with whioh it 
was illustrated showed clearly that the 
writer was far more desirous of wounding 
Mr. Vernon's self-esteem than lie was of 
doing the pnblic a service. 

Fur ovir part, when we think of the little 
cii'eet which the tirades of abuse have on 
the piddic mind, we are surprised that 

; the jury assessed the dRmage to Mr. 
Vernon's reputation at so high a figure as 
lour hundred aud fifty dollura. If the 
counsel for the Times took the same line of 
defence as Sir John Macdonald did when 
he, at a very early stage of his career, con- 
-sented to defend a ne^vspaper proprietor 
who had published a scurrilous article 
•calumniating a respectable member of 
society he would perhaps have been more 
.successful than he was. 

'•Instead nf justifying the lilielloua 
article (we (jui.te I'roiii "Anecdotal Life"), ho 
nailed witiics-t s lo prove that little regaril 
■was paid to ita dcniiiiuiatioiis, anil that Mr. 
McRcsi/.ij was ao well known and so uni- 
vereally este-uned, tliat no amount of abuse 
from such a hource could injure his reputa- 
tion. To o.-ii: witness he would say: 'Did 
you read the ,t;ticlo in the Argus?' 'No, I 
only lioard of it.' 'If yon had read it, 
v.oulil you h.ive beliovi'd it?' 'No.' 'Do 
you tliink you could ho infUiencod liy any- 
thintr appearing in such a paper V 'Cer- 
tainly not.' And so on, ail the witnesses 
being called to throw riiliculo on the hsn; 
iilea of a nvin so generally respected as Mr. 
McKenzie being" injured in the general 
esteem by such means." 

The result was that John A. got his client 

off scot free, and the libelled man was per- 
fectly satiolied. The Times need not lay 
the llattcriiig unction to its soul that it 
docs the pullic a service by publishing 
such articles as "Vacillating Vernon." 
Ncwpopors which practice that style of 
journalism, do neither themselves nor the 

.•comnumity in which th^-y circulate any 

.good. They are, on the contrary, centres 
of .lenioralization, and they hurt the caufe 
wliicli i^ SI) unfortunate as to have them for 
its advocates.

In saying what ho did of the conrso pur- 
sued by the Committee with respect to Mr. 
Cochrane, Col. O'Brien, we are quite con- 
vinced, gave 'expression to tho views of 
nine-tenths of the intelligent men 
of tho country. Tho conduct of 
that gentleinan'a.^ eleotion; .committee 
was meati in the extreme as well as scanda- 
lously and dangerously corrupt. Wo re- 
gard it as really a worse eyniptom of the 
politiciil condition of the country thmi the 
bribery and other irregularities that have 
disgraced some of tho Departments in 
Ottawa, iuBsmuoh as it showed that the 
"cancer of corruption" had spread its roots 
beyond tho ollioial circle into the very heart 
of at least one of tho constilueneiea. There 
is hope for the country if only a few 
oihcials in the capital are corrupt ; 
but it is in a bad state, indeed, if the body of 
the people are tainted with political rotten- 
ness. It would be a dreadful thing if Can- 
adian electors, generally, set a money value 
on their political privileges and wc:g ready 
to sell tlicLn to the highest bidder. The 
trafBo in ofBoos which was carried on ia 
East Northumberland ia one of the most 
dangerous forms of corruption, and Col. 
O'Brien only did his duty when he raised 
his voice against it, ami tried to show Par- 
liament that it was an ollence which Can- 
adians could not afford to treat with indul- 
gence.

It is greatly to be regretted that, when 
CoL O'Brien spoke disapprovingly of the re- 
port on the Cochrane case, he was hissed 
by members of his own party. There is 
altogether too little independent action in 
our Dominion Parliament. Almost every 
i|uestion ia looked at from a jiarty stand- 
point, and if a mombcr finds that his 
conaoience and his principles will 
not permit him to vote with those with 
whom he is usually ]iolitioally uusociatcd, he 
is looked at askance, and bis loyalty to his 
jiarty is called in (|UCKtioii. This is the 
case with both parties. Independence of 
thought and action is where the indepen- 
dence does not follow tho party linos arc 
frowned upon and discouraged in this 
Dominion. It is very difTcrent in 
Great Britain. In the Hrili.'^h 
I'iirlininent the independence of in- 
rilividual inemberH in respect('d. \ iiiun is 
wioJ. cvpected blindly to follow hia leader on 
pain of being read out of his party— or tho 
ucxt thing to it. If ho does not approve of 
some measure or of some act of tho Govern- 
ment he docs not hesitate to express his 
disapproval and to record his vole against 
' it. He ia thought none the less nf by the 
taombers of his party for showing that he has 
i\ mind and a will of hia .own. ;.• ,guqh 
treatment U8 Co). U'Brlon received at the 
Ainndsof his political associates would bo 
regarded as outrageous in the Parliament of 



PARTY PBOSPEOTS. 

The British Liberals are counting their 
chickens before they are hutched. They 
confidently calculate on having a inajoiity 
of at least one hundred after the next 
general election, whether it takes place in 
1892 or 1893. It must bo held before the 
expiration of the latter year. They have 
settled -.vho r'y\!l be loader, and hare formed 
their first ministry. Mr. Gladstone and Sir 
William Uarcourt aro to bo for a time joint 
leaders, and when Mr. Gladstone retires or 
dies Sir William is to tako his place. ^Ir. 
Morley was the lattor's only rival for the 
Premiership, but it was decided that he is 
not endowed with tho qualities which a 
leader of tho Liberal Party, to bo successful, 
mu.st pos.sess. Lord Spencer is to l>e 
leader in the House of Lords, and f^ord 
Rosebory is to bo minister of foreign ali'aira. 
Hqijr.the other ojSoes .ar^^to be allotted has 
not'yot been divulged. '■; ■ 

It appears, tooi'that .the Liberals have 
some grounds for.'.'- their confidence, fm- the 
August number of the Nineteenth Century 
contains an article on " The Ne.\t Parlia- 
ment," by Edward Dicey, C.U., who, 
whatever he is, is 'oortuinly not a Glad- 
stonian, in which bo concedes that unless 
the Government niakes what many 
will regard as a radical change 
in its policy, when the appeal to 
the jicoplo is mado, the Liberals will come 
off victorious. He admits that the Liberal- 
Unionists deserve well of tho country, but 
confesses that notwithstanding the goodness 
of their nieaiures and the success of their 
policy, they have not .succeed. :il in winning 
a majority of the people to their side. 'J'he 
record wdiich tho present Parliament has to 
show, ho says, " is a fair— in many respects 
a brilliant— one" and then continues ; — 

"Unilorlhe proi-ent Ministry tho reign 
of law and order has been re established in 
Ireland. Th-i pro]iliccies of thosu who 
declared Ireland couM never lie pacified by 
coercion have been falsified by the events. 
Abroad, peace has been preserved, and the 
influence of the Hritislv Kmpire has, under 
Lord SAlisbury'si'ableXatotesinanship, been 
restorcd'to it8 present pristine. At home 
there has been an abnnaant— in my jndg- 
mcnt po^isibly a superabundant— anmunt uf 
constructive legislation, Tho old system of 
county administration hasbeen reorganized, 
if not re-formed, and the management of 
local affjirs has been taken out of 
i\w hands of the country gentlemen 
and entrusted to those of elected 
councils. The interest on tho iS'aiional j 
Debt has been materially rcduceil by Mr. | 
Goschdi's Coiiveision .Sidicnic. The land I 
question in Ireland has Ikvii settled, or, at i 
any rate, thought to he settled, by a.n Act \ 
enabling tenants to become own' rs of the ! 
lands they orcnjiy, on Mui;ularly easy j 
terms; this easiiic-^s br in:,' due lo the fact 
that tl;'; int'T. st on the loans l.y whicdi the 
puichase of the 'anils is ellecled is virtii.illy 
guaranuod liy the in!p,.'i-ial iCxi-lieiiuer. 
I'inally, the Ivhicalion Act of 1S70 has 
been eonijileli'd riy the ]ira('tical abolition of 
school fees, thus ])roviilii,g a sysl(un of 
gratuilniis education at the eost of the coun- 
try. All this, and a ina-s of minor, though 
not less important h glHlation, has been car- 
ried throuch by the Ministry in the face of 
the most determined and persistent ob.-5lruc- 
lion (HI the iiart of tho Oppositiini. " 

One would think that, with such a re- 
cord us this, Lord .Salisbury and his col- 
leagues need not fear to go to the coun- 
try. Hut Mr. Dicey is of o different opin- 
ion. The majority of tho voters, ho be- 
lieves, are bUnd to the good that the Lib- 
eral-Union (loveriiinent has done. There 
is nothing attractive or striking 
in tho work — good as it is — that 
it has performed, and though its 
lender is able and eloquent, ho ia not mag- 
ni tic. If the Oovornment wislii s to becniiic 
poiinlar, and to obtain a majority at the 
next general election, it must do aometliiiig 
more than, and something very diricreiit 
from, what it has already done. The work 
ho cuts out for it, whether good or bad, is 
certainly not Conservative work, but he 
gives as bis reason for advising the Govern- 
ineiit to undertake it, that, whetln'r for 
good or for evil, tho nation is on the denio- 
eratie road, and that there is nothing for 
any Government to do, but to continue to 
walk on that rond, He would have the 
Government, in tho first place, before the 
dissolution, puss an Irish County Councils' 
Act. He wants Lord .Salisbury to reform 
the House of Lords, by the creation of a 
niiniber of life peoru, and by disqualifying 
the bluok sheep of tho hereditary poonigo. 
He would retain the hereditary principle, 
but he would add to tho legislators by right 
of ^irth, others, nominated on account of 
their morlt, of one kind ond another. Uo 



would set the Tories tho task of altering 
the franchise in such a way that one man 
could have only ' one "vote, 'and of 
redistributing the seats in the House of Com- 
mons on the principle of representation 
by population. And last, but net by any 
means least, ho would set tho Tories of 
Great Britain and Ireland to work to make 
a law establishing eight hours everywhere 
and in all occupations a day's work. The 
reviewer believes that if, during the next 
session of Parliament, Lord Salisbury's 
Governnu-nt procures tho passage of laws, 
making all these changes, ho may go to the 
country with a reasonable expectation of 
being returned by a good majority. AV hen 
Lord Salisbury appeals to the people on such 
a platform iis Mr. Dicey has ereotcd for him, 
tho people of tho Three Kingdoms may 
begin to look out, not for a general election, 
but for the end of tho world or, at any 
rate, the boginiiing of tho millenium. Some 
of these changes ure more radical than even 
the Radicals themselves would, a few years 
ago, have ventured to propose.

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A TEMPEST OF FIRE. 



Two Great Enildirg'S In St. Louia 
Destroyed with Very Heavy 
Loss- 



A Seetbinar Mass of Mamcs— Engfiues 
Abandoned^ O Winer to the 
IhtensiB Heat. 



St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 27.— At 3:30 p.m. 
an olarni was turned in from the enonnous 
cstublishmqDt of the Plunt Milling Co. , nt 
the foot of Choteaii street. The lliimeB 
covered an entire floor before an engine 
arrived on the scene. A second and third 
Vlarmiqllowed .in - quick , auceeBsioiit . The 
frame bnilding, vrareliouse, boileif-house and 
cngine-hnuse were burning like tinder and 
were a scctliing mass of Sames, producing a 
lioat unapproachable. Tlie main building, 
a five-story building, was ignited on the 
top floor, and the lack of water pressure 
prevented the firemen from checking the 
flumes. Soon the roof of the main builrling 
fell with a great crash, and its weight on 
the now burning floora beneath caused a 
general collapse. It is supposed that two 
firemen were covered by the caving in of 
the building, as two are missing. Several 
were seriously injured \>y falling timbers. 
The loss will aggregate some StOO,ooO. 
with an insurance of 82.50,000, Sevcrul 
hundred barrels of Hour stored in 
the warehouse were destroyed. A stampede 
was caused when it became known that a 
powder car was standing on the railroad 
track, beside the mill. Several persons 
were Irampled on, but no seridus injury re- 
sulted in the crush. The car wiia moved 
by means of a chain. Several buildings 
adjacentwere scorched, but were saved 
with but little damage. 

At this time 5:45 o'clock, the firemen were 
called to Tenth and Spruce streets by a gen- 
eral alarm, leaving but a few streams play- 
ing on the now smouldering embers of the 
once massive structure. 

The water tower, which was rushed too 
close to the mill, was abandoned and left to 
the ravages of the Qames, the heat> com- 
pelling tne men to flee. The engines were 
also abandoned immediately after the col- 
'/InpjetBf the building, (;h« men being unable 
to staid the intense beat. 

A SECOND lilCl liLAZE. 

St. Loitis, Sept. 27. — An alarm was 
turned in from box 329, corner of Tenth and 
.Spruce streets, at t2:45 p.m., and was re- 
sponded to sKiwly by the department, most 
of whom were at the Plant Milling company 
fire, which was not yet under control. The 
fire originated in a one-story warehouse, 
owned and used by the Missouri Pacific 

, railroad as a warehouse, and adjoining the 
seren-story building owned mil occupied by 
the Mansur Farniiug aud Implement com- 
pany. Hy the time the first engine arrived 
on the scene the flames had taken hold of 
. the Mansur building and rapidly spread to 
every floor. The fire department soon 

'arrived' in' force and began fighting the 
flames desperately. In lew than 20 minutes 
after the fire started a second alarm was 
turned in, followed by a third. Then the 
East St, Louia department was called on 
and sent engines to., assist. The firemen, 
seeing their efiorta ^rere.of little avail on 
the now burning buildings, turned -their 
attention : . to * the- ^-aurroanding lumber 
yards and warehouses. At 7 o'clock 
the Mansur building collapsed with 
a tremendous crash, luckuy hurting 
no one. At Sr.'iO the flames were got under 
control. During tho tempest of fire at 
Tenth and Spruce, alarms were turned in 
from Tenth and Olive, Sixth and Olive aud 
Fourieenth aud Morgan streets. An engine 
from the big blaze was sent in response 
to these alarms, lessening the force consider- 
ably, the flames springing out afresh. 
Neither of the fires from the three last 
alarms were of i.ny consequence, however, 
the total loss aggregating only 83,000. The 
firms suffering from the fires on Tenth and 
Spruce streets were T. Hcinrichs, the 
Lawrence Lumber Company and the 
Holmes Lumber Company, the loss of each 
amounting to some .^S.OOO. The loss sus- 
tained by the Mansur Implement Company 
wfll aggregate .?.S00,OOO, the building being 
new and heavily stocked. The Collier 7>cad 
Works and the bridge and tuunel ware- 
house were scorched, but no serious damage 
was done. A strong south wind was blow- 
ing during the wnolo fire, and it was 
under great difficulty tbat ita progress was 
ciieckcd.

Destnictlon of Greer's Home, and 
Eviction of Jlis 
Family. 



Another version of the Greer shooting 
case at Vancouver which, while little leas' 
sensational than that given by tho telegraph 

.Sunday morning, puts the matter in a dif- 
ferent light, is told by a Vancjuverite 
now in town, -vho was at the scone of the 
trouble only a fiw seconds after the unfor- 
tunate siiot was lired. Hesaya "Armstrong 
it is true had a writ to serve, but he did 
not go about it the right M-ay. If he had 
gone alone to Greer's house and read his 
document, I'm sure there would have been 
no trouble— ceitainly no shooting. Instead 
he went out with Devlin, tiic C. P.R. 
detective, and a jjarty filling two cars and 
provided with axes, crowbars, picks, etc. 
When tliey reached - the place Greer came 
out in his yard and osked what, was the 
trouble. Devlin replied 'we've come to put 
you oir and tear down the house.' (Jreer 
did not wait for more, but entered his 
house and locked tlie door. Armstrong 
then walked up, rapped vigorously on the 
door, and told Greer that he had a writ, 
but did not read it. A male voice from 
within, presumably Greer's, told him to 
go away, and at a second rap on the door 
the bIioI was fired. It is not thought the 
shooting was with intent to do any harnii 
as the gun was loaded with No. 6 bird 
shot, which would not be oxpeoted to pene> 
trate a two ptauk doer. The .shot .tha^ 
entered Armstrong's face went through a 
eraok." , 

"As soon ns the shooting was done, Arm- 
strong was taken back to the city, where he 
swore out a warrant, charging Greer with 
shooting with intent to kill. This was 
placed in Sergeant Haywood's hands for 
execution, and he returned to Greer's 
house, accompanied by Devlin and Mr. F. 
C. Cotton. (Jieer met them outside the 
house, and told them not to pass a certain 
mark. He had a collection of old, and 
mostly useless firearms laid out on a table, 
near the door. Haywood called to him, in 
reply, that he had ,i warrant fur liis arrest, 
and he meant to take liini. 'Stand whore 
you are and rend it, then,' was Creel's re- 
joinder, and the ollicer did .so. ' I'liat's all 
right,' said l.lreur, and be at once gave him- 
self into custody. 

" Ho was locked up at police h('a(l(|Uiir- 
ters, and tlie examination set for Monday 
morning, us .\Ir. llanimersley, counsel for 
tho prosecution, obje cted to the examination 
being held Saturday night. As soon as 
Greer was away from hoiiip, the w reckers 
returned to tlio fcenc. Mrs. < lieer told 
them she hail been promised by Mr. Cotton 
that iiiithing won d be done to her homo 
till Mr. (ireer returned. Tiieir reply was 
that he woulihi't lie home for some time, 
and she uiid her little ones were bustled out 
of iloora ; their household goods followed 
into the streets, and in a few minutes with 
axes and picks the house was razed to the 
ground. Tho barn shared a like fate, and 
a. party of three C. P.R, men were left on 
the scene in charge. Such a scene as the 
eviction I hope never to see again,"
